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REMARKS 

The present applications stands with claims 6-7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as being anticipated by the cited Chuah et al. (Chuah) patent. These 
claims have been amended above to indicated that the acknowledgement signal 
sent by a base station transceiver to indicate that the preamble signal sent by a 
mobile station has reached a predetermined acceptable level but that the mobile 
system must not send a message signal since resources at the base station 
receiver are currently unavailable to process the message signal , but. must send 
a further preamble at that same acceptable level. As noted by the Examiner in 
his final office action, Chuah does not reach that resources are unavailable. 
Accordingly, claims 6 and 7 are allowable over Chuah.
